A Train Rebbery.

Miuwavuker, Nov. 12.—The 
night train from Chicago on the Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul road was rolbed by 
masked men near the Western Union 
Junction at 1 o’clock this morning. 
The train had been ont of the Janc- 
tion, which is 23 miles south of this

‘‘Don’t move an inch till we tell vou 
to, or we will blow the top of your 
d heads off,”’ 

Engineer MeKay was directed to 
run the train to within a point about 
one mile from the Western Uvion 
Junction. Here he was compelled to 
joth men were ordered to step 
down and outofthecab. They were 
marched to the express car under 
cover, and then the work of blowing 
open the express car began. Several 
bombs were fired, The fireman thinks 
they were thrown intothe car, The 
explosions were terrific and must bave 
awakened every passenger on the 
train, bat nobody appeared on the 
scene. The robbers were undoubtedly 
not less than six or seven in number, 
judging from the manner in which 
they conducted operations. The 
trainmen believe they had a team 
close at hand, with which tocart away 
the safes, which were taken bodily 
out of the cas. 

Fireman Averill’s story is 
comprebensive. “They made me 
walk ahead of them to the express 
car,”’ he said, “and they gave mea 
jimmy to pry open the boxes. They 
got the messenger’s keys, though he 
was in no hurry to give them up, and 
they had no trouble in getting away 
with all the money.”’ 

The train was held for over half an 
hour and the entire efforte of the rob- 
bers were centered on the express Car, 
ndt a passenzer being molested. The 
freman thinks there were balfa dozen 
men guarding the coaches, however. 

* Less than tive minutes out of the 
Weatern Union Junction,” said mees- 
senger Murphy. ‘‘the train slowed up 
suddenly. A mueket was poked 
through the top window of the car, 
and a second laier a terrific explosion 
occurred that knocked both myself | 
and McCovuk the head.

They compeiled us to 
hand over the keys, and then they 
dumped the boxes out on the 1rodd- 
bed. One of the robvers kept us cur- 
ered with bis musket 
while the other 
operations vf the fireman.’’

These al- 
léys, however, have not given nearly so 
much trouble as one might expect to 
the police; But it would be worth the 
while of a western visitor to go over 
some of Boston's narrowest streets with 
a‘tape-line.

From present appearances the 
same thing will happen vext year 
in the na‘ional campaign if the 
conventions insist upon trying to 
force the issue by incorporating 
coinage questions in their plat- 
forms.

In all the silver legislation 
in Congress party lines have heen 
disregarded, aud such stanch Re- 
publicans as Jones of Nevada and 
such devoted I)emocrats as Black- 
burn of Kentucky bave spoken and 
voted on the eame side of the ques- 
tion. 


We may rest assured that Mr. 
Clevelaud will not be a xious to 
carry on 8 free-silver campaign, for 
to do so would require him to re- 
tract all his public utterances ou 
the subject. He might possibls be 
able to eat crow, but he surely 
Jves not banker after it. The 
Democrats will probably drop free 
coinage as speedily as they did this 
year in Obio. 


THE aupual report of she Direc- 
tor of the Mint shows that for the 
last fiscal year the deposits and 
purchases of silver aggregated 71,- 
849,663 standard ounces, of a coin- 
ing velue of $83,680,154 and of a 
commercial value of somewhere in 
the neighborhood of $65,000,000, 
taking an average quotation of sil- 
ver. During the same period, tre 
mines of the United States yielded 
silver to the commercial value of 
$57,225,000. It thus appears that 
under the present law the govern- 
ment mifits and assay offices took 
up silver to the value of $7,775,000 
in excess of the value of the pro- 
duction of the country. From this, 
however, there must be some de- 
duction to cover deposits made by 
holders to be refined tor commer- 
cial purj-oses, The Act providing 
for the purchase of 4,500,000 ounces 
of silver monthly, went into effect 
in August, 1890. Before that the 
purchases were running about to 
the amount of $2,500,000. It there- 
fore appears, that the actual pur- 
chases for government account, 
against which standard dollars or 
certificates were issued, was for the 
year,in round numbers, $52.000,- 
000 commercial valve. Of the total 
silver product of the United States 
therefore, after deducting govern- 


ment purchaser, only $5,225,000 
remained for use in the arts, etc.
